The English curriculum of Hartnell college will un- 
dergo several changes for next semester, according to 
Mr. Stuart Dufour, vice-president. 

There will be three levels of English: English 1A and 


1B for fully qualified students 
planning to transfer to four- 
year “olleges, English A_ for 
transfer students who did not 
pass the Hartnell English place- 
ment test or the University of 
California Subject A examina- 
tion, and English 53A and 53B, 
fundamentals of communica- 
tions, for all other students. 

English 53A will stress gram- 
mar and 53B will stress oral ex- 
pression and writing. A_ stu- 
dent may enroll in English A 
after 53A if he makes a grade 
of C or better. 53-B is designed 
for terminal students. 

All three levels will count as 
English credit for the A.A. de- 

ee. 

English 52F will be offered 
for foreign students, but will 
not fulfill any English require- 
ment for the A.A. degree. Eng- 
lish 56, which is reading work- 
shop, will also be offered but 
will give no English credits for 
graduation. 

The new courses replace Eng- 
lish 57, 55, 51A and 51B.
